‘Milk and Water Supplies 


Curtailed in Maritimes 


SAINT JOHN, N.B., (CP)—Con- 
sumers were feeling the pinch of a 


50 percent cut in milk supplies here | 


Thursday but few families had been 
completely deprived of their supply 
as the strike of Saint John district 
producers entered the third day. 


The strikers, who comprise about 
160 of the 312 producers usually 
supplying this city of 50,000 are ask- 
ing an increase of 35 cents above 
the $3.45 now paid for 100 pounds 
of milk, : 

They claim higher production 
costs make such an increase neces- 
sary. But the New Brunswick Dairy 
Products commission, after study- 
ing the production costs of the area 
and examining producers’ and sup- 
pliers’ demands, is steadfast in its 
decision not to grant the increase. 

A survey of milk supplies in the 
city showed that most families re- 
ceived some milk. No case of hard- 
ship due to the strike had been re- 
ported. 

Although non-striking farmers 
transported milk openly to market 
there were yo signs of violence. 

MONCTON, N.B., (CP)—Harassed 
by the ever-lowering level of the 
city’s reservoirs, citizens of Monc- 
ton Thursday faced the prospect of 
continued curtailment of their water 
supply and the fact that at present | 
there is hardly enough water to last 
two months.

Taggart Outlines 
‘Parity Price Plan 


REGINA, (CP) — J. G. Taggart, 
chairman of the Agricultural Prices | 
Support board, said Wednesday 
night the “parity income theory is 
even more untenable than the parity 
price theory.” | 

In an address at the convention 
of the United Farmers of Canada, | 
Saskatchewan section, in which he | 
emphasized he was not enunciating | 
government policy, Mr. Taggart 
said he doubted “if one farmer in 
100 knows what he means when he 
talks of parity.” 

He said it was possible to deduce 
a parity price, described as a price 
for farm products commensurate 
with farmers’ costs, if a specific | 
previous period is named on which 
it is to be based. | 

“The fundamental trouble with 
parity price is that it looks back- 
wards instead of frontwards,” he 
said. In the United States the par- 
ity price of a product was the buy- 
ing power that product had in the, 


period from August, 1909, to Sep- | 
tember, 1914. 

Government Backing i 
The only effective method of 


agrcultural price control was for the | 
government “to stand ready to buy 
|a product and have ‘outlets for it.” | 

Under a system of government | 
control of agricultural prices, the | 
price must be high enough to in- | 
duce the production of the needed 
product and at the same time do 
justice to the product. If the prov- 
ing principle of parity income were 
adopted it wovld mean that a man / 
would be paid for what he pro-| 
fessed to be rather than what he | 
did. 

“It appears that we are moving | 
toward a policy of forward prices! 
which can be carried for one or two 
years ahead,” Mr. Taggart said. j 

Canada to some extent had 
adopted the’ British agricultural 
price control volicy of setting prices 
one, two or three years in advance 
and giving farmers ample warning 
of any contemplated lowering of 
prices. | 

Against Rigid Control | 

There was no possibilitv of Can- 
adians accevting a svstem of ricid 
price control, as in Russia, or a sys- 
tem in which prices fixed them- 
selves in the oven mar‘et, although 
there was a strong body of oninion 
in the country for the latter. 

“This conntry will find some mid- 
dle way between extreme fixing 
vrices and bargaining in the mar- 
ket place.” 

Nor could prices be fixed merelv 
bv issuine orders. “Anv program 0° 
ordering a fixed vrice would fai! 
because of the ereat mass of the 
nations against it.” 

The present policy in Canada anc 
other countries of the governmer’ 
becomine the orbiter of nrives we 
an “imnortent” denarture from 
centuries old economic and indust- 
ria! development. 

Mr. Taggart said he did not know 
whether this development was per- 
manent.

Farming Controls | 


Rapped By Group 


WINNIPEG, (CP)—A statement 
issued here Tuesday by the North- | 
West Line Elevators association 
charged that the federal depart- 
ment of trade and commerce was 
“determined to maintain during 
peace the rigid controls imposed 
upon farmers during war.” 

Commentine on a statement Fri- 
day by Trade Minister MacKinnon 
that Canadian wheat producers are | 
in a “more favorable” price posi- | 
tion than any other country, the as- 
sociation said such a statement ‘‘is 
not in accordance with the facts.” 

In‘support of his contention, Mr 
MacKinnon made reference to the

There is no justifiable comparison 
with Australia or the Argentina, the 
association statement said. “The 
former is a labor-dominated coun- 
try whose farmer have been for 
some years endeavoring to get out 
from under a fiscal policy dominat- 
ed by labor interests, while the 
Argentine policy is controlled by a 
dictatorship. 

“Farm prices in the United States 
are protected by a loan value based 
upon a parity price, adjusted per- 
iodically in relationship to costs of 
living, and farmers there are re-| 
ceiving higher prices for all their 
gains than those received by Can- 
adian farmers. The wheat board | 
uses the American prices to de- 
termine their values in making 
their export wheat offers and the 
export value of oats and barley. 

“We are at a loss to understand 
why Mr. MacKinnon should as- 
sure Canadians that the govern- 
ment is not arbitrarily taking away 
from the Canadian farmer a por- 
tion of the proceeds of the value 
of his grain.

WASHINGTON.—The last words 
of a chapter in world history are 
being written Wednesday, in Wash- 
ington’s plushy Shoreham hotel 
where the council of the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Admunistration is holding what 
probably will be its final meeting. 

From now on, what relief the war 
torn countries of the world still 
need will come directly from the 
| supplying nations—in the main, the 
| United States and Canada, It will 
be in the form of agreements, loans 
and perhaps gifts, but the individual 
nation requiring hel? will have to 
negotiate on its own with the coun- 
try which can supply the help. 

Against Certain Relief 

UNRRA is finished for the simple 
reason the United States, which has 
poured the bulk of the money into 
the organization, wants no more 
of it. 
| This has been made plain in state- 
ments of policy and was underlined 
by acting Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson in 2 blunt week-end broad- 
cast. 

The gist of that broadcast was 
that the U.S. does not believe in 
sending “relief’’ to countries main- 
taining large “non - productive” 
armies, 

If Mr. Acheson had been less dip- 
lomatic he would have said the U.S. 
is tired of seeing UNRRA food and 
machinery being given to the Soviet 
Union's satellite nations, 

Practical Politics 

This writing-off of UNRRRA by 
the American administration is also 
a matter of practical politics. There 
is no possible chance that the new 
congress, meeting in January, would 
vote any more money for indiscrim- 
inate relief use by an international 
organization, 

Americans feel that the job of 
reconstruction in Europe has been 
greatly slowed up by Russian mili- 
tary occupation policies. They do 
not forget that Russia once shipped 
food to France, on the eve of the 
elections there while UNRRA was
